It waa 
announced, had Its Inception In a let- 
ter to the Church Peaie l.'nlon from 
General Tsaker H. Bliss, formerly 
Chief of Staff of tha United States 
Army, In which he said the reoponsi- 
bUity for another war would rest en- 
tirely upon profeasing Christians In 
the Culled States. 

Hllss's letter, which Is em- 
In the appeal, sajs. In part: 
"I would not hake a step in the way 
of dlanrniiiment except as the result 
of an B*l*MB*aaaV thoroughly accepta- 
ble to us. between ourselves and the 
other principal nations engaged tn tlie 
armament rivalry. 

"I have not the faintest Idea of what 
form that first agreemeat might take. 
I therefore have no scheme of disarm- 
ament to propose. My sole purpose la 
to have such an international confer- 
etire. Kither there la no practical 
common sense among the people of the 
United States or elae they now know 
the essential facts that point to the 
necessity of such a conference. The 
fanners of the United States apparent- 
ly are of tho belief that action must 
he taken hy our Government to relieve 
the depression In their affairs. They 
have pressed upon their Congressmen 
and the latter. In their turn, have put 
pressure upon the Government, with 
the certainty that now, rightly or 
wrongly, something is to be done. 

"If the fanners had not done this or 
had continued to talk among them- 
selves In Uieir various conventions, 
nothing would have been done. If the 
clergymen of the United States wish 
to cauae a limitation of armaments 
they can do It 
waste of time." After 
plan finally approved by 
L'nlon, General Bliae's letter says: 

"If the churches can not agree upon 
ble for every drop of blood that will be 
done until God puts Into them the 1 
proper spirit of their religion.

Each year the State Superintend- 
ent of Schools learns from the State 
Treasurer what amount of money is 
available for school purposes, and 
from the rountv and city superln- 
ie total number of children, 
black, between the ages of 
six and eighteen within the State. 
The total amount of money must then 
be divided by the total school popula- 
tion. The result of this division is 
the State per capita for the year. 
Ijist year and the year before it was 
$6.10. and it will probably be about 
the same the coming year. After 
this per capita is determined it re- 

to send to each county or city dis- 
trict this amount of money for each 
child reported in the district, regard- 
less of whether or not the child for 
which the money is sent ever sees 
the inside of the school building, the 
county or city provides a fit house, 
adequate equipment or a capable 
teacher, or the child may have finish- 
ed all of school work offered. The 
facts are that there are many thou- 
sands of mothers within our states 
under the age of eighteen for which 
the county draws its school per cap- 
ita. Many thousands of children 
finish the elementary school by the 
age of fourteen or fifteen and have 
no opportunity to attend a high 
school for whom the county continues 
to draw money, and great numbers 
of eager children receive this State 
aid when local indifferences or igno- 
rance provide such wretched houses 
and equipment and teachers of such 
inferior training that the school is 
practically worthless.

A test this week of the new Worth- 
ington pump, which has been recent- 
ly put in by Berea College at a cost 
of 110,000, thoroly demonatrated the 
value in increased fire protection of 
this acquisition to Berea's fire fight- 
ing equipment. 

Ordinarily there is a 20-pound 
pressure of water when one hose is 
attached to a hydrant, sufficient to 
to the roof of Ladies 
iree hose are in use 
is only Ave pound, pressure in 
each. 

In making the test the water was 
drawn from the 150,000 gallon fire 
service reeervoir, located near the 
laundry, and by using the Worthing- 
ton pump three streams of water 
were thrown easily to the roof of 
Lincoln Hall. 

It will be a source of gratification 
not only to the College but to the 
towns people aa well to know that 
there ia now aufflcient water in re- 
serve with plenty of power available 
to make a aucceaaful fight against 
the most formidable blare. This 
should also mean a reduction in the 
insurance rates for College and town.
